Negro Diplomat Gets Post Behind Iron Curtain 

Rupert A. Lloyd Jr., a Virginia-born, 13-year vet- 
eran diplomat, was assigned as first secretary at the 
American embassy in Vienna, Austria, and became 
the first Negro to hold an important State Depart- 
ment post behind the Iron Curtain. 

Formerly first secretary at the American embassy 
in Paris, Lloyd was shifted to the Austrian post in a 
State Department move designed to counter Com- 
munist racial propaganda. Regarded as one of the 
ace Negro diplomats, Lloyd, a linguist who speaks 
several languages, was the first Negro to be ap- 
pointed (1950) to a top-level diplomatic post in Paris. 

A native of Manassas, Va., Lloyd graduated from 
Williams College in 1930 and received his M.A. in 
international government from Harvard University. 

Since his entrance into the U.S. diplomatic service, 
Lloyd also has been assigned to embassies in Liberia 
and Nicaragua. He is married to the former Glaucia 
Roberts, an ex-Howard University coed.

Pioneer Mich. Lawyer Dies, Leaves $310,000 Estate 

The late Oscar W. Baker, the first Negro to become 
president of the Bay County (Mich.) Bar Association and 
father of nine children, left a $310,000 estate, according to 
probate court records. First Negro to practice law in the 
county, Baker, who died in December, 1952, asked that his 
widow, Ida, receive $50,000, and the balance of the estate 
be divided among the children. 





Naked Man Runs From Women, Dies In Fire 

William S. Clugh, 56, of Los Angeles dashed naked 
from a flaming building, then was burned to death 
when he ran back into the building for his clothes 
after seeing several women looking at him. Clugh 
lived in a row of eight structures which had been 
condemned as unfit for human occupancy. All eight 





were destroyed in the fire, caused by a cigaret.

Appointment of a veteran White House usher as Vir- 
gin Islands government secretary touched off bitter criti- 
cism from leaders of the island’s largest civic organiza- 
tion. 

Protesting the naming of white Charles K. Claunch to 
the island’s second highest ranking post, officials of the 
American Virgin Islands Civic Association—which repre- 
sents more than 12,000 residents—called the Presidential 
appointment “an insult to the dignity of the people” and 
to the new Negro governor, Archie Alexander.

Ex-POW Gets 40 Years For Striking White Officer 

A 28-year-old Chicago ex-prisoner of war was found 
not guilty of killing a fellow prisoner of war but was sen- 
tenced to 40 years in prison for slugging a white officer, 
who had reprimanded him for cruelly mistreating fellow 
prisoners at a Korean camp. Sgt. Rothwell B. Floyd was 
found guilty in six of 11 cruelty charges, including the 
attack upon Lt. Col. John W. Keith Jr., following a seven- 
week trial at Fort Leavenworth, Kan. 


Retrial Of Cicero Riot Policemen Set For June 11 

Retrial of the Cicero, Ill., chief of police and two of his 
officers on charges of depriving the family of Harvey E. 
Clarke Jr. of their civil rights during the race riots two 
years ago, was set for June 11 in Chicago Federal Court.

A 24-hour guard was thrown around the home of the 
, first Negro family to move into the housing project at 
Charleston (S. C.) Navy Base. To prevent possible vio- 
lence, Navy guards in radio-equipped trucks were as- 
signed to the home of Chief Steward Thelma Frye in the 
Tom McMillan Homes. Meanwhile, in Atlanta, the Nation- 
al Patrick Henry Organization, Inc., a white group, filed 
suit to force segregation at the Atlanta Naval Air Station.

A Selective Service System official charged in Washing- 
ton, D. C., that some southern draft boards refuse to in- 
duct Negroes and as a result the South has a 75 per cent 
higher Negro rejection rate than the rest of the country.

C. E. Janes told Parliament during 
a reading of a proposed Canadian civil rights bill that 
“agitators from Detroit” were stirring up discontent 
among Dresden Negroes, who are banned from certain 
public places.

Convict Cop, African For Burning Mau Mau 

An African, who helped a white policeman set fire 
to a Mau Mau suspect’s head, was sentenced to two 
years at hard labor while the British policeman who 
actually lighted the fire was fined $70 in Nairobi, 
Kenya. The policeman, 17-year-old James Haywood, 
ordered his African helper, James Gathiongo, to pour 
kerosene on the suspect’s head, then threw lighted 
matches at him. 














» Poll Shows Australians Still Want ‘White’ Country 

Most Australians still support their country’s immigra- 
tion policy which bans the admittance of colored people, 
according to the findings of a nationwide opinion pool in 
Melbourne. Based mainly on economic arguments, 61 per 
cent of those polled opposed admitting a token 50 colored 
migrants a year. Only 31 per cent approved, while eight 
per cent were undecided. 


British Talk Peace With Mau Mau Leaders 

Secret negotiations to end the year-long campaign by 
which the Mau Mau sought to drive the white man out of 
Kenya were held between top British officials and six Mau 
Mau leaders in Nyeri, Kenya. Contacted by “General 
China,” a captured Mau Mau leader who was sentenced 
s|to life, the cult leaders favorably received the British 
offer to arrange a mass surrender and reportedly re- 
turned to talk over the matter with their followers. In 

another development, “General Cargo,” one of the tough- 
,;est Mau Mau chieftains, and 22 cultists were killed while 
_|a 300-man force battled forces in the Fort Hall district. 


-|Africans Boycott Papers Calling Them ‘Natives’ 

The African National Congress of South Africa began a 
boycott of newspapers which uses the word “native” or any 
word other than African in describing them. Negro Afri- 
cans, forming a vast majority in the country, read the 
English language press almost exclusively, and one daily, 
the Eastern Province Herald, already has noted a drop 
in circulation. 
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Thieves Steal College Safe Containing $2,450 In S. C. 

Thieves stole a safe containing $2,450 in cash and valu- 
able papers from Morris College at Sumter, S. C., but 
abandoned it two miles from the school, after taking only 
$450. Police found the empty safe and $2,000 of the 
money scattered around, a short distance from the high- 
way. The college carried no theft insurance. 


Georgia Negroes Want To Keep Jim Crow Schools 

Negro leaders of Rockdale County, Ga., allegedly in- 
formed the school board that they would send their chil- 
dren to none but Negro schools, regardless of the U. S. 
Supreme Court’s decision on segregated education. Upon 
reporting the alleged Negro attitude, Senator Bill Dean of 
Conyers, Ga. said: “How I wish all who seek to promote 
dissension could be as intelligent as the colored citizens 
of Rockdale.” 


Southern U. Gets National Geography Frat Chapter 

Southern University in Baton Rouge, La., became the 
second Negro school to receive a chapter in Gamma Theta 
Upsilon, national geography fraternity. 
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DENY CLOSING OF HOWARD LAW 


A proposal to construct a new Howard University Law 
School building is being weighed by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, Russell R. Larmon, the 
department’s assistant secretary, told JET. 

Larmon denied reports that his department is con- 
sidering a reported request of the American Bar Associa- 
tion to abolish the school because of its inadequate 
facilities and poor accomplishments of its graduates in 
the District of Columbia bar examinations. Officials of 
the bar association also denied they sought to abolish the 
school. Atty. John G. Hervey of Oklahoma City, advisor 
to the association’s inspection division, told JET: “There 
is no truth to the story.”

Admitting that the bar association inspected the school 
in 1952 and recommended that the school be housed in 
better quarters, Howard Dean George Johnson said Con- 
gress later appropriated money for construction of a new 
building and bids for construction were advertised. 
However, the new administration froze the appropriation 
pending a study, he said.

Eric Farrington, who posed as a 
salesman to get past apartment house guards, said he 
pawned between 800 and 1,000 stolen items to get “good 
clothes and good food.”

Goodwin 
Knizht’s commutation to life imprisonment the death 
sentence of 44-year-old San Quentin inmate Wesley R.

One of the best kept secrets on the campus of a southern 
Negro collece was that a noted genius was overly fond 
of young boys and to protect the scientist’s reputation he

was never left alone with tender youths. Likewise, a mid- 
western colored high school football coach is known for 
his winning teams—and his homosexual tendencies. 

Behind the scenes, some of America’s most celebrated 
males have tripped the gay fantastic. This fact, further 
amplified by the recent discovery of some 1,109 homo- 
sexuals in the U. S. State Department, has prompted the 
public to wonder if—by its own sanction—homosexuals 
, are becoming respectable. 

One of the most outspoken sex non-conformists on the 
American scene is Charles R. Brown, a 27-year-old shake 
dancer and professional female impersonator. Brown 
attempted last year to go to Denmark for an operation 
that would make him “a woman legally” so he could 
marry an Army sergeant stationed in Germany. 

Unlike Brown, noted lecturer Payard Rustin, 41, who 
was a Committee on Racial Equality leader, denies 
homosexual tendencies, yet has been arrested several 
times on morals charges. He was jailed in California a 
year ago for allegedly committing a sex offense with two 
men in a car.

Such was the attitude of Detroit min- 
ister Prophet Jones when his valet, James Parker, 
25, was placed on probation for soliciting a police- 
man for immoral purposes. Said the dapper 
Prophet: “Psychiatrists said the boy liked men 
more than women, but that’s no grounds for 
arrest.” 
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White Md. Dental Group Upholds Ban On Negroes 

After mailing several applications to Negro dentists by 
“mistake,” the all-white Baltimore Dental Society voted 
100 to 70 to continue barring Negroes despite pleas by the 
Governor’s Commission on Race Relations that the race 
ban be dropped. Dr. Sidney Burnett, president of the 
all-Negro Maryland Dental Society, called the white 
group’s action “very small and narrow.” 


N. C. Medics Vote End Of Ban On Negro Physicians 
The Guilford County (N. C.) Medical Society mec* 

in Greensboro, voted 100 to 2 to admit Negro physiciaus

White Donor Sends Bombed Ohio Church ‘Guilt Gift’ 


A $100 “token of repentance” was given Cleveland’s Mt. 
Zion Church by an unidentified, prominent white woman 
following a mysterious bombing of the church which 
caused $5,000 damage. The donor said she felt “partly 
responsible” because the bombing happened in her com- 
munity, and “we are all partially responsible that such 
a thing could happen.” 


LABOR 
3 Brakemen Sue Va. Railroad In $345,000 Bias Suit 


Three Negro brakemen, who charged they were denied 
promotions because of their race, filed suits totaling 
$345,000 against the Norfolk and Western Railroad and 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen in the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court at Roanoke, Va. Sam H. Clark, Robert Coles 
and Robert Hanler, who have a total of 112 years of 
service on their jobs, also asked the court to stop the rail- 
road and the union from continuing their discrimination. 
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Eartha Kitt, actress-singer, saeaaiaatine on her much- 
publicized friendship with Orson Welles: “I must have 
been a little stupid during the time I was around him.” 


Thurgood Marshall, NAACP legal counsel, replying to 
Southerners who say “the time is not ripe” for civil 
rights: “It has been 91 years since the Emancipation 
Proclamation.

Gavilan Blames Sore Hand For Loss To Olson 

Welterweight champion Kid Gavilan blamed a sore right 
hand for his failure to lift Carl (Bobo) Olson’s middle- 
weight title in their 15-round bout at Chicago. Rumors 
three days before the fight said Gavilan had injured his 
hand, but this was officially denied after the weigh-in on 
the day of the bout. But afterward Gavilan, who lost a 
split decision with one official calling it a draw, said he 
had injured the hand in a tune-up bout. “If he’d had 
two hands,” Gavilan’s manager, Angel Lopez, said, “he 
would have won. He fought him one handed.”

When De- 
troit NAACP president Edward Turner protested the ban 
against Codwell, who was a substitute speaker, one of 
the club members explained: “It’s not a question of being 
barred. It’s just that the club has never had any Negroes 
there before.” 


Drake U. Cage Bribe Suspect Found Guilty 

In Des Moines, Floren Di Paglia was found guilty of 
making bribe offers to Ben Bumbry, Negro former star 
with the Drake University basketball team, to shave 
points in a game with Iowa State. Bumbry, who broke 
the scandal in December, testified that Di Paglia, a local 
businessman, offered him several hundred dollars to 
shave points. Di Paglia will be sentenced April 17. 
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Ohio Boxing Coach Reprimanded For ‘Tantrum’ 
Ed Hackley, an amateur boxing coach in Toledo, Ohio, 
was placed on a year’s probation for “unsportsmanlike 
conduct” by the Northwest Ohio Amateur Athletic Union. 
Angered when a decision went against one of his fighters 
during the state AAU tournament, Hackley seized a 
runner-up trophy and smashed it to the floor. 


D. C. Newsman Named To Boxing Commission 
Washington newsman Fred Leigh, 34, was appointed a 
judge on the District of Columbia Boxing Commission. 
Only Negro judge on the commission, Leigh made his first 
appearance at the Floyd Patterson-Sammy Brown bout. 
Patterson won on a kayo at 1:40 of the second round. 


Los Angeles Schoolboy Sets Shot Put Record 

A Los Angeles schoolboy was hailed as the greatest 
Negro shot putter since Michigan’s Charlie Fonville. The 
prep star is 18-year-old Don Everage of Jordan High 
School whose most recent effort was a heave of 59 feet 
4% inches, a new Los 
Angeles scholastic record 
and three feet off the 
national prep record for 
the 12-pound shot.

The question is brought to mind by the spring- 
long utterances attributed to Elston Howard, rookie 
Negro with the New York Yankees. On one hand, you 
figured that Howard, only Negro in camp when train- 
ing seriously began at St. Petersburg, Fla., was in a 
tight spot and had to pick his words with extreme 
care. You didn’t blame him too much if he went for 
the “Uncle” a bit. On other occasions, you couldn’t 
make up your mind: was Howard just naive, unpre- 
pared to cope with sharp writers, or was he strictly 
an “Uncle,” following any line he thought might keep 
him with the club? 

You wondered about this last after Howard 
was supposed to have said the Yankees gave him 

a break by trading off hard-hitting outfielder 

Vic Power. Howard was quoted as saying he was 

a better hustler than Power, that Power—only 

the American Association batting champ last 

year, a 63-point better hitter—had a tendency 
to sulk and loaf. 

Howard went up to the Yankees labeled as a “good 
boy,” meaning he was the kind who probably would 
go along with any program. Investigations indicated 
that he was getting the works. But Howard claimed 
he couldn’t have received any better treatment, 
which caused one to wonder: did Howard know 
what was good treatment? 

Courtesy, tact, and cooperative spirit are good 
qualities, and no one begrudges them to Howard. Yet, 
there seems to be a “word” to the wise somewhere in 
all this. In all probability, that word is: you can’t hit 
homers with those qualities, and even a murderer 
gets a choice meal before he is electrocuted.
